body. 

File Action Today. 

Following the mass meeting, defi- 
nite announcement was made that the 
mandamus would be filed this morn. 
ing in Fulton county superior court in 
an effort to ascertain whether action 
of the 1928 committee in setting aside 
the 1927 elections is legal. 

Members of the executive body 
named by the 1927 committee will 
base their action in a large measure 
on rulings of City Attorney James L. 
Maysan, who holds that the 1928 
committee could not elect until terms 
of those named December 29, 1927, 
by the 1927 body expire. These terms 
were fixed at 5.5 years, thus making 
them expire July 1, 1933. 

The court step will be taken de- 
spite action Monday by city council 
in ratifying abrogation of elections 
of the 1927 committee and another 
ratifying rule changes made by the 
1928 committee and selection of the 
new staff and executive committee. 

Mayson’s Ruling. 

Mr. Mayson ruled at that time that 
no action which council might take 
wonld change the legal status of the 
former elections, and advised council 
to this effect when called on for a 
ruling by Alderman J. Allen Couch, 
a member of the 1927 committee.

Leslie Quigg, chfef of police of Miami, 
tonight was held without bail ih the 
county stockade under a charge of 
murder in the first degree, following 
indictment today in connection with 
the slaying of H. Kier, negro prisoner, 
two and a half years ago. 

Three other members of the police 
force already were in jail in connec- 
tion with the negro’s death. Quigg 
was arrested at his office late today. 

Another Is Indicted. 

A fifth member of the police force, 
R. L. Wood, a detective, was indicted 
by the grand jury for second-degree 
murder in connection with the slaying 
of Victory W. Parnell, a carpenter, in 
November, 1926. Wood also was 
placed in the stockade. 

The grand jury, after returning the 
two indictments, made public a part 


of its report of investigation into 
police activities in which it declared 
it had discovered an alliance between 
police and members of the underworld 
and recommended complete reorganiza- 
tion of the department. 


Other Crimes Probed. 


The grand jury, before adjourning 
to April 10, also disclosed that it had 
heard testimony concerning “numerous 
trimes” committed by members of the 
police department with the coopera- 
tion and sometimes direction of offi- 
cers in charge. 

The three other police officers -held 
in connection with the Kier death are 
Lieutenant M. A. Tibbetts and Detec- 
tives John Caudell and Tom Naz- 
worth.

Naylor, Ga., March 23.—(4)—With 
his own private funds, J. P, Carter, 
president, today began paying in full 
all depositors in the defunct Farmers’ 
Bank of Naylor because he said he 
felt a “personal moral responsibility” 
to his former patrons, 

Although he was not legally liable 
because of the failure, the president 
several days ago also redeemed all 
outstanding shares of capital stock 
of the institution so that the share- 
holders, would suffer no loss. 

His “golden rule’ venture was said 


to have cost him approximately $40,- 
000, four-fifths of which goes to the 
depositors. 

The bank, which listed capital stock 
and surplus at $25,000, was closed 
Monday by the state banking depart- 
ment after it had made an audit at 
Carter’s request and with his coopera- 
tion which was said to have revealed 
a shrinkage in assets exceeding capi- 
tal stock and surplus. 


Carter immediately. bought up all 
stock which he himself did not hold 
and then forwarded to the banking 
department his personal check for 
$32,000 to cover the accounts of all 
depositors, 

Terming his action “remarkable” 
for an official of a defunct bank, the 
department returned his check, ap- 
pointed him a special agent and au- 
thorized him to reopen the bank 
temporarily to pay off his depositors. 

Persons who had known Carter 
most of his life and been his neigh- 
bors for years in this little town of 
300 population were included in those 
who came to the bank at his summons 
today to receive their funds. When 
nll have been paid, the president told 
friends, he intends to close the bank 
permanently and not attempt to re- 
organize, as some have, suggested. 

Carter is known as a well-to-do 
property owner in Lowndes county 
and he also operates a store in Val- 
dosta, 14 miles from here.

is said to threaten American pictures 
in France. 

The visit of Mr. Hays to France 


of the directors of the Motion Picture 
Praducers and Distributors of Amer- 
ica, of which he is president. 

Mr. Hays sent a letter to Chairman 
Gerald P. Nye, of the senate com- 
mittee on public lands and surveys, 
March 19, in which he said: 

Situation Is Serious. 

“Saturday the French cinema con- 
rol commission issued regulations 
which, if put into effect, will prac- 
tically put the American motion pic- 
ture industry out of France. This 
has made a most serious situation 
there. Our own state department is 
cooperating in an effort toward solu- 
tion. It is so serious that I may be 
compelled to go over personally at an 
early date to represent the American 
industry. 

“T have, as you know, held my- 
self for the convenience of the com- 
mittee since I first communicated 
with you from California, and as- 
sume that there is nothing further 
desired of me.” 

, Wishes to Plan, 

“However, I would-like~to be -as- 
gured of this.so I may plan intelli- 
gently to safeguard the large inter- 
ests of those to whom I am respon- 
sible for the conduct of their af- 
fairs.” 

Senator Nye’s reply, dated March 


. said: 
“This will acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of March 19. 

“In response, I am glad to say to 
you that there will be no objection 
on the part of the committee to your 
taking the trip to France which you 
consider so necessary at this time, 
roviding your stay is not going to 
e for more than four or five weeks, 
or providing you would hold yourself 
in readiness to returh after a month’s 
absence if the committee should fur- 
ther desire to interrogate you. 


Recall Is Unlikely. 


“There is not, at this time, any ap- 
parent occasion for your being re- 
called. 

“I wish to thank you for the man- 
ner in which you have held yourself 
ready to respond to the wishes of the 
committee during late weeks, before 
and following your voluntary appear- 
ance before the committee and I am 
sure that your going abroad will not 
be considered by any member of the 
committee as an attempt on your part 
to evade further questioning.”

One of the two enlisted men wear- 
ing the medal.is Master Sergeant 
Lloyd M. Seibert, who enlisted at Sa- 
linas, Calif., received a medal for gal- 
lautry near Epiononville, France, Sep- 
tember 26, 1918, and is now serving 
with the first cavalry at Marfa, Texas. 
The other is Sergeant Louis C. Mosh- 
er,, who was born in Brockton, Mass., 
received a medal for valor at Bag- 
sak mountain, Phillipines; June 11, 
1913, and is now serving with the 
Eleventh cavalry at Camp Hearn, near 
San Diego, Calif.

But whether we can admit 
that breaking down of party lines is 
best or r.t, we have blocs and groups 
and have ceased to enact legislative 
measures based on any set of prin- 
ciples and convictions.” 

The movement toward central- 
ized government has gained ‘such 
momentum that it is alarming. 
There is a federal bureau for this, 
that and the other thing, and they 
are so thick in Washington that 
no one associated with the admin- 
istration can keep track of them. 
The movement began largely to give 
jobs to “lame ducks,” and to open 
ways and means for paying polit- 
ical debts. But with congressional 
blocs, determined for political and 
reprisal purposes to defeat some 
measure or pass some other meas- 
ure, the “confusion” referred to by 
the senator is obvious to any ob- 
server. As it is, issues are no 
longer handled upon their basic 
merits. | 

One of the remedies will be for 
the people to take more interest in 
public affairs,’ and particularly in 
the election of their servants in 
public offices.

IMMUNITY TO PNEUMONIA. 
A reader, H. M. L., asks: Wouldn’t 
it be possible to grade all the ordinary 
dope for acguiring immunity to pneu- 
monia, roughly according to its relative 
merit? Say you start with the most 
important factor or consideration and 
mark that 100 and then the other 
points with their relative values, right 
on down to zero, I, for one, would 
value your estimate of these I have 
listed : 
(1). Keeping weight up to normal 
by (a) cod liver oil; (b) ‘forced feed- 
ing and rest; (c) insulin treatment. 
(2). Ultraviolet ray. treatment. 
(3). Natural sunlight. 
$a: Vaccines, 
(5). Proper indoor humidity and 
heat during the season of artificial 
heating. 


. (6). Fresh air during sleeping hours. 
(7). Osteopathic, chiropractic or 
other mechanotherapy or manipulation. 
I do -.ot know what relative value to 
4attach te any of these items, except 
ew last in the list, which I should say 
ag value of 0.00, so far as immuni- 
ty to pneumonia is concerned. 
Immunity, as I understand it, is a 
positive state, always relative and nev- 
er absolute ;4t may be inherited or ac- 
quired, and once you gain a given de- 
gree of immunity to a given disease 
it is very difficult to lose it. Certain- 
ly, so far as our scientific knowledge 
of immunity is concerned, one cannot 
lose his immunity to pneumonia from 
any trifling exposure to cold or wet, 
such as we inevitably encounter in 
every day life. . This is aot just my 
“theory ;” it is a plain statement of a 
scientific truth, and I challenge any- 
one to produce any scientific evidence 


to the contrary.. All animal experi-

pen to have. To mg mind this is a 
great satisfaction “to know.

Some influence in sun- 
light is such a factor; we believe at 
present it is in the ultraviolet rays of 
sunlight, or ultraviolet rays from’ any 
artificial source. These rays seem to 
bear some relation to the unidentified 
substance in foods called vitamin, spe- 
cially one now known as vitamin A. 
An adequate supply of foods contain- 
ing vitamin. A seems to be essential for 
the development of immunity against 
respiratory infections including pneu- 
monia. God liver oil is one souree of 
vitamin A; butter fat, yolk, pure 
raw fresh milk, and green leaves (spin- 
ach, celery tops, lettuce, raw. cabbage, 
greens, dandeli : greens, turnip 
tops, radish tops) eaten raw. Cooking 


not entirely; the less cooking the bet- 
ter. 

There is no evidence that one’s 
weight is of any importance in regard 
to immunity to pneumonia. 

No vaccine or bacteria or serum has 
been found to influence immunity, 
‘though such remedies may be valuab e 
in the treatment of certain cases of' 
pneumonia. 

Fresh air probably aids in ‘the de- 
velopment of immunity by reason o 
the ultraviolet influence or vitamin 
influence it carries. There is not. 
enough experimental evidence avail- 
able as yet to establish this supposi- 
tion as a fact.

The changes in the business admin- 
istration of the university were made 
in accordance with recommendativns 
which were made in a survey which 
was conducted at Mercer recentiy by 
educators from the George Peabody 
School for Teachers. ‘This survey 
recom mended, among other thipgs, 
that the president be the sole execu- 
tive of the university, with full au- 
thority aml responsible only to the 
board of trustees;.that the school of 
liberal arts be made the simple unit 
of the university, its standard elevat- 
ed and its faculty strengthened; that 
the theological seminary be adjusted 
to the status’ of a_ pre-theological 
school and its work correlated with 
that of the Southern Baptist Theol- 
ogical seminary and other standard 
schools; that each department of the 
university be carefully budgeted and 
its expenditures limited to the amount 
of the budget. 

According to Dr. Dowell, this survey 
report was not adopted by the board 
of trustees in its.entirety. The survey 
will serve as a guide and to fur 
nish suggestions, he said.

But it will be only 
with the understanding that this is 
merely the first step toward final, 
total abolition. Hence I propose to 
submit now a new plan for partial 
disarmament, and I demand an im- 
mediate first reading of it.’’ 

Loudon’s rejection of the plan, so 
far as the present concession, fol- 
lowed immediately after Germany had 
supported the Russian request for im- 
mediate consideration. 

Gibson Offers Aid. 
At the morning session Hugh Gib- 
chief American delegate, offered 
commission full United States 
aid in the delicate work of prepar- 
ing for a disarmament project which 
would satisfy all nations, 

Gibson said that only one consid- 
eration .should be entertained—the 
possibility of eventual agreement.

ALABAMA CLD, 
SAYS CANADA UGE 


Vancouver, B. C., March 23.—() 
As far as Justice Morrison, of the 
British Columbia supreme court 
knows, the state of Alabama is civ- 
ilized. 

The question came up here today 
on habeas corpus proceedings brought 
by attorneys for Patrick A. O’Con- 


nor, Catholic priest sought by Ala- 
bama on charge of performing an il- 
legal operation. Justice Morrison 
denied the writ, asserting he was help- 
less in the matter. 

Counsel for O’Connor contended the 
federal grand jury of the southern 
division of northern district of Ala- 
bama, had returned no bill on the 
charge against the priest, and there- 
fore argued that he should be released. 
He has been held here on the request 
of the state of Alabama, pending ex- 
tradition. 

In response to a question of the 
judge, R. L. Maitland, O’Connor’s 
attorney, asserted the priest objected 
to returning to Alabama because he 
felt he would not be tried in the 
courts there, the grand jury having 
thrown out the charges. 

“They will not kill him,” comment- 
ed the judge. 

“IT would not be surprised,’ Mait- 
land countered. 

“It is a civilized country,” Judge 
Morrison continued. 

“If your lordship would read cer- 
tain magazines you would not think 
it was civilized,” Maitland retorted. 

“T cannot go on that,” the judge 
ruled. 

Extradition papers have. been re- 
ceived here and it is explained they 
have been held in abeyance pending 
the outcome of the habeas corpus 
action. 

Maitland wus not ready to say 
what the next step in the case would 
be. O'Connor has been fighting ex- 
tradition here seven months.

The arch is of concrete construction 
and stands over the road that former- 
ly marked the entrance to Camp Gor- 
don.

It may he possible that the baby is 
thirsty, Mrs. : you, give him 
some cool, Silat water, two or three 
times a day between feedings? While 
babies get a lot of water in their 
milk. they need some extra between 
meals, 

Yes, you can give him one bottle 
feeding at the age of three or four 
months. This has several] advantages. 
It givés the mother a long period he- 
tween nursings so she can have some 


amusement, or do some work she 
wants to do ; it accustoms the baby 
to the cow's milk which he will have 
to have sooner or later, and in case of: 
sudden weaning, .it is made much 
easier. 

If possible, you should go to a chil- 
dren's sponser or a baby clinie for 
a formula, but. that may not be pos- 
sible in your case, so I will give some 
simple directions... - 

A baby usvally can take from 1 1-2 
to 2 ounces more at a feeding than he 
is months old. (He need never have 
more than 8S ounces of a formula, how- 
ever). Any new food introduced must 
be very dilute and gradually increased. 
Fer a baby around four months, use 
two ounces of milk and four ounces 
of water; hoil them together vigor- 
ously for two or three minutes. stir- 
ring all the time so no seum will form. 
This will be for the first bottle. Next 
day, add a tablespoonful more of milk
